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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regard to the March et al reference, 
applicant's comments are noted, but are not convincing. The pressure of the eye changes constantly, this is evidenced by the fact that 
intraocular pressure (IOP) can reach a condidtion known as hypertonus, which is the condition that March et al seeks to treat, similarly, the 
pressure changes with every beat of the heart, which forces more blood into and thus changes the fluid pressure of the eye. Applicant's 
claims make no reference to the changing pressure in they eye, and thus can be considered to encompass an increase of the working 
distance of the ciliary muscle relative to that which it would have been at any given pressure. 

Continuation of 13. Other: Objection to the specification will be withdrawn upon entry of the amendment to the specification; The Sand 
reference is, in fact, U.S. Patent No. 4,976,709, the only reference to Sand of record throughout the entire prosecution of the instant case, 
and the same reference to Sand applied in the rejection mailed June 19, 2006 and which is listed on the PTO-892 mailed therewith, the 
rejection immediately prior to the rejection which the instant submission is a response to. 
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
